Smog Moves Seaward 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The foul air cap that covered much of the Eastern 
Seaboard this week has begun a seaward journey and 
is expected to be dissipated by late Sunday or 
Monday. 
In New York, Mayor 
John V. Lindsay rescinded 
the firs state of a smog alert which had called for 
reduced waste-burning by city agencies and hospitals. 
The mayor, however, asked motorists to continue 
avoiding central commercial areas, where pollutant 
concentrations are highest. 
Earlier, pollution alerts or warnings were lifted in 
Washington, 
Baltimore 
and 
Philadelphia. 
The 
Virginias reported the smog was disappearing slowly 
and skies in the Carolinas were nearly clear. 
New York’s second problem -a week long power 
crisis 
precipitated 
by 
the 
failure of two big 
plants—also eased somewhat Friday. The peak load 
was kept below the 
^million kilowatt level for the 
second day and Consolidated Edison Co. reduced 
voltage by only three per cent in three boroughs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and Drug 
Administration has warned that some castor oil 
bottles marketed under the trade name Vi-Jon may 
contain lethal turpentine instead. 
The agency said at least one mislabeled bottle has 
been found in the St. Louis area and there is a 
possibility that other misbranded bottles are in the 
hands of consumers. 
“Turpentine, if given to a child in the place of 
castor oil, could be fatal,” said the warning, issued 
Friday. 
The Vi-Jon castor oil comes only in two-ounce 
bottles and is manufactured in St. Louis and San 
Leandro, Calif. The FDA said it could not determine 
the geographic distribution of the suspect bottles 
because of a lack of coding. 


Subway Fire Fatal to One 


NEW YORK (AP) — One person died and more 
than 90 persons suffered from smoke inhalation in a 
subway fire today.

Are Things of Beauty

D EAR PO LLY—Mrs. L M wanted to know how to make 
place mats with pictures or pressed leaves between sheets 
of plastic. Gather colorful fall leaves, ferns, etc., and lav 
flat between newspaper and let dry for a week. Break off 
bulky ends or shave bulky parts' from the back. From 
white adhesive-backed plastic paper (the kind we all use 
for so many things), cut the desired number of mats and 
then cut the same-sized ones from similar paper that is 
CLEAR. Lay the white papers with sticky sides up and 
make arrangements of leaves, etc., on the tops, even 
sprinkling on some dried parsley, paprika, crushed hot 
peppers or anything similar. Place a sheet of the clear 
paper over the design with the sticky side next to the ar­ 
rangement. The sticky sides face each other and the mats 
are washable on both sides —MRS. 0. D. D 


DEAR PO LLY—Recently 1 was taught to make lovely 
place mats by using burlap. CLEAR adhesive-backed paper 
and fresh or pressed flowers, leaves, butterflies or what 
have you. After cutting the burlap a little larger than the 
size desired for the mats, fringe the edges bv raveling the 
threads back about a4-inch on each side. Make a pleasing 
arrangement of the desired materials on the burlap, then 
carefully place the clear adhesive-backed paper over the 
burlap, excluding the fringe. Work out any air pockets, 
place on a flat surface and weight down with books for 
about 24 to 36 hours. Avoid treated burlap and also be sure 
to get the C LEAR adhesive-backed paper and not the 
frosted clear. This is different from that Mrs. L M re­

O pposition to change in the 
retirem ent test by the Social

A dm inistrator R o b ert M. Ball 
told the

present regulation m akes those 
who m ust w ork, and th o se who 
c a n 
e a r n 
h ig h e r

“ disadvantaged.” He supports 
the rraside.''it’s p- -oosal. 
But businessm en across the 
nation hope Congress will take 
a m ore liberal view, and perm it 
older persons to earn $20 0 a 
m onth w ith o u t losing part of 
th eir Social Security benefits.

T H E IN-BETW EEN YEARS 
T he in- betw een years can 
som etim es be very troublesom e 
ones, b o th for individuals and 
for 
nations. 
U n fortunately, 
th at seem s likely to be the case 
for th e A m erican econom y as 
it m akes its transition from the 
inflationary boom of the late 
1 9 6 0 ’s to , hopefully, a m ore 
stable and sustainable path of 
econom ic grow th. 
We can ’t of course expect 
to go to bed one night in an 
inflationary era and w ake up 
th e next m orning in a period of 
p ric e 
stability 
and 
m ore 
m oderate 
interest rates. The 
tran sitio n 
takes 
tim e. 
We 
assum e th at this is generally 
und ersto o d . 
We also assum e th at our 
readers will u nderstand that, 
w h e n 
th e 
tr a n s itio n 
is 
accom plished, the public w o n ’t 
end up b o th having its cake 
and eating it. L abor m ay have 
e n j o y e d 
t h e 
o v e r- 
a ll 
e m p l o y m e n t 
o f 
t h e 
in fla tio n a ry 
period, 
which 
m ade jobs so easy to get and 
h o ld . 
P e r h a p s 
i n d u s t r y 
s o m e tim e s 
e n jo y e d 
th e 
accum ulation of backlogs on 
its order books, which m ade 
the usual scram ble for business 
seem easier for a while. These 
sym ptom s, how ever pleasant, 
w ere part of the inflationary 
syndrom e and are disappearing 
as the underlying disease is in 
th e process of being cured. We 
hope the reader is reconciled to 
this fact. 
The real problem of the in- 
betw een years is even m ore 
tr o u b le s o m e . 
I t 
is 
the 
likelihood 
th at, 
for a while 
during the tran sitio n , we will 
n eith er be having our cake nor 
eating it. 
In any effo rt to cool o ff the 
econom y, 
p rofits, 
industrial 
p ro d u ctio n , em ploym ent and 


prices respond one after the 
o t h e r , 
r a t h e r 
t h a n 
sim ultaneously. A lthough the 
effo rt is aim ed at slow uig the 
pace 
of 
price rises, 
this 
is 
alm ost inevitably the last effect 
it will have. 
A t this w riting m ost of the 
o t h e r 
(m ainly 
unpleasant) 
effects o f national efforts to 
control inflation have already 
occurred. 
Profits 
have 
been 
dropping for a year, industrial 
production 
has 
been 
falling 
s i n c e 
la s t 
A u g u s t, 
and 
unem ploym ent has been rising 
since last D ecem ber. But the 
expected payoff in the way o f 
a slowing o f the upw ard price 
trend is still som ething hoped 
for rather than som ething seen. 
F or th e m om ent we appear to 
have the w orst of both worlds. 
We w ould like to be able to 
assure 
the 
reader 
that 
this 
“ w orst- 
of- 
both- 
w orlds” 
situation will be a very brief 
one, and will be over in a few 
w eeks o r m onths. 
However, 
tliere is no reason for believing 
th at this is necessarily so, and 
som e reason for guessing that 
com pletion of the transition 
m ight take m uch longer. 
H i is guess is prom pted by 
observation of th e length of 
tim e it took, in the m id 196 0 ’s, 
to m ake the transition in the 
opposite direction. T here were 
also 
in- 
betw een 
y ears-

betw een the non- inflationary 
period o f the early 1 9 6 0 ’s and 
the inflationary boom o f the

1 96 0 ’s. 
During 
that 
transition things happened in 
ab o u t 
the 
sam e 
sequence 
(although in reverse direction) 
as during the present transition 
period. 
Industrial 
production was 
one o f the earliest aspects of 
the econom y to respond and 
developed 
a 
strong 
upw ard 
trend beginning in early 1963. 
T hen 
unem ploym ent 
which 
had hung around the 5.5% level 
fo r several years, began to drop 
noticeably at the beginning of 
1 964. 
T hen, 
as now, consum er 
prices lagged behind everything 
else. 
A 
slow 
upw ard 
drift, 
w hich had been endem ic for 
m any years, had persisted even 
in 
the 
early 
1 9 6 0 ’s. 
But 
inflation d id n ’t evidence itself 
clearly by an acceleration of 
this 
price 
trend 
until 
the 
beginning of 1966. 
T hus 
the sequence of 
responses to the shift tow ard 
an 
in f la tio n a r y 
econom y 
stretched 
over 
three 
years. 
P roduction started to respond 
in 1963, em ploym ent in 1964, 
and prices not until 196 6. 
T he result was a transition 
p e r io d 
th e 
o p p o site

character to the one we are

experiencing. 
Betw een 
1963 and 1966, we could be 
verry happy that production 
and em ploym ent were rising, 
bu t we d id n ’t as yet observe 
any serious inflationary price 
trend. 
T he in- betw een years of 
the m id - 1 9 6 0 ’s, by contrast 
w ith w hat is happening now , 
w ere 
a 
period 
w hen 
we 
appeared to enjoy the best o f 
b o th 
w orlds. A lthough it is 
aside from the point, we can’t 
help reflecting: how nice for 
P resident 
Johnson 
and 
how 
u n f o r tu n a te 
for 
President 
N ixon. 
T he m ore im p o rtan t point 
is th at, in the mid- 196 0 ’s, it 
took 
ab o u t 
three 
years 
to 
com plete the transition from 
price stability to inflation. Do 
we have any reason to suppose 
th at it will take any less tim e, 
in 
the 
early 
1 9 7 0 ’s, 
to 
com plete the transition in the 
opposite direction? 
We have no intention of 
asserting, as a 
law of nature, 
the proposition th a t transition 
betw een 
inflation 
and 
price 
stability, 
in either direction, 
m ust 
invariably 
take 
three 
years. We long ago gave up the 
illusion th at econom ics could 
be 
converted 
into an exact 
science. 
A nd 
even if we thought 
th at it m ust take th ree years to 
m a k e 
t h e 
transition from 
inflation to price stability, we 
w o u ld n ’t be sure at just w hat 
po in t to start counting. Should 
we assum e th a t the 
starting 
p o in t 
wnich 
m arked 
the 
significant 
change 
in 
public 
policy was the passage of the 
incom e tax surcharge in June 
196 8? In th at case we 
would 
now be alm ost two- thirds of 
the way through the transition. 


Or should we assum e that the 
three- 
year- 
period 
started 
when 
the econom y began *o 
slow dow n noticeably in late 
19b9? In 
th a t 
case 
the 
transition has barely begun. 
W e 
d o 
a s s e r t 
w i t h 
confidence 
that 
fiscal 
and 
m onetary 
restraint 
will 
get 
inflation under control. But it 
will take tim e, and we d o n ’t 
know how m uch. 
T he in- betw een years tend 
to confuse and 
m islead the 
f o r m u i a t o r s 
o f 
n a tio n a l 
econom ic 
policy, w hether the 
transition is being m ade fron, 
non- inflation to inflation, or 
f r o m 
i n f l a t i o n 
to 
price 
stability. 
In the mid- 196 0 ’s 
there seem ed little reason to 
shift to a m ore restrained fiscal 
and 
m onetary 
policy. 
When 
you 
have 
the best of both 
w orlds, why change anything? 
Now, when the transition is 
being 
m ade in the opposite 
direction, the danger is that 
strong pressures will develop 
for 
abandoning 
the 
present 
policies o f fiscal and m onetary 
restraint. In the w orst of both 
worlds, it m ight seem th at any 
change w ould be for the better. 
B ut in- betw een years, by 
definition, do not last. T he 
euphoria of the best- of- both - 
w orlds 
period 
in 
the 
mid- 
1 96 0 ’s was the prelude to the 
distressing inflation o f th e later 
1 9 6 0 ’s. T h e present worst- of- 
both- 
w orlds conditions can 
lead 
to 
a 
period 
of 
price 
stahilitv in the 1 9 7 0 ’s. 
T he larger lesson is that it is 
b etter to keep the econom y on 
a 
s te a d y 
m iddle 
course, 
avoiding the extrem es. In th at 
way 
we will not repeatedly 
have to face the troublesom e 
problem s of the in- betw een 
years.

G erald R. F o rd erf M ichigan, 
gets as far as a vote, and if a 
m ajority 
of

concurs, 
it 
w ould be the first tim e such a 
thing 
has 
happened 
in

years. 
Should two- thirds of the 
Senate 
subsequently vote to 
convict D ouglas on the A rticles 
o f 
Im p e a c h m e n t 
brought 
against him by the H ouse, it 
w ould be the first tm e in the 
n atio n ’s entire history th at a 
S uprem e 
C ourt 
justice 
was 
rem oved from office. 
T he 
uniqueness 
o f 
this 
possible 
event dem ands th at 
w hatever 
charges 
m ay 
be 
brought against Douglas be of 
th e 
m ost 
serious 
nature. 
A nything less will sim ply no t 
do. 
T he 
C onstitution is, as 
usual, both specific and vague 
on 
the 
m atter. Judges shall 
hold 
office 
“ during 
good 
behavior” and, like all o th er 
civil 
officers of the 
U nited 
S tates, “ shall be rem oved from 
office on im peachm ent for and 
conviction o f treason, bribery 
or 
o th er 
high 
crim es 
and 
m isdem eanors.” 
If m ore than a century and 
a 
half 
of 
precedence 
and 
tr a d itio n 
are 
any 
guide, 
“ m isdem eanors” 
does 
not 
include 
a ragbag indictm ent 
i n v o l v i n g 
t h e 
p e r s o n a l 
philosophy, public decisions or 
private life style of a judge 
w hich som e congressm en m ay 
find distasteful. 
Before 1804- 05 and the 
im peachm ent 
and 
trial 
of 
Suprem e C ourt Justice Sam uel 
Chase, the independence and 
near involability o f the judician 
branch was far from accepted. 
D e m o c ra tic - 
R epublican 
Sen. William Branch Giles of 
Virginia pu t it plainly to the 
court, which then consisted of 
only six justices: 
“ We w ant y our offices, or 
the purpose of giving them to 
m en w ho fill them b e tte r.” 
Rem oval by im peachm ent, 
argued Giles, was nothing m ore 
than a declaration by Congress 
th at 
those 
im peached 
hold 
“ d a n g e r o u s 
o p in io n s.” 
If 
justices of the Suprem e C ourt 
offended 
Congress 
by 
their 
decisions, it was the undoubted, 
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W ashington 
or A dam s. O nly 
one 
justice,

Jefferson, as to be spared in 
the planned purge. 
Chase 
was 
an 
arrogant, 
in to leran t, 
arbitrary 
judge, 
com pared to w hom even the 
SDS 
w ould 
have 
to 
adm it 
Judge 
Julius 
H offm an 
of 
“Chicago Seven” fram e is a 
paragon 
of 
patience 
and 
m oderation. 
Chase 
was 
not, 
however, by any stretch o f the 
im agination, guilty of crim inal 
conduct. 
T h e 
Senate 
voted 
his 
acquittal (by a m argin of three 
votes on one charge), and by so 
doing established “a m ilestone 
i n 
t h e 
s t r u g g l e 
f o r 
i n d e p e n d e n c e 
o f 
t h e 
judiciary,” 
w rote 
Charles B. 
Black m ar in the Journal of the 
A m erican Judicature S ociety a 
few years ago. 
“ It 
can 
be 
argued 
as 
S enator 
G iles 
aruged 
that 
Congress has the naked pow er 
to nnpeach a judge for any 
reason at all or for no reason, 
but the Senate in 1805 decided 
that the im peachm ent pow er 
should be exercised only for 
the gravest cause. T he exam ple 
of forebearance w hich a highly 
partisan Senate set at th at tim e 
should 
stand 
as a 
constant 
exam ple 
and 
guidepost 
for 
future legislatures.” 
A t the tim e Blackm ar v rote 
those 
w ords,

desired. 
T oday, the thinking seems to 
be th a t if judges like C lem ent

continue to sit there?

is 
plenty 
about 
Douglas 
th at rubs a lot of 
A m ericans the w rong way - his

and

alleged 
“cod d lin g ” of crim inals, 
his 
acceptance of a fee from a 
foundation 
associated 
w ith

h o 
r 
s h 
i 
p 
o f 
antiestablishm ent 
articles 
in 
m agazines 
noted 
m ore

eroticism than erudition. 
B ut unless F ord and his 
colleagues can com e up w ith 
m ore

com plaints than 
these- w hich in reality am ount 
to little m ore than a form less 
dislike and distrust and fear of

On the other hand, they were equally dismayed by 
the social gospel liberals who had neat plans for saving 
society but often ended by losing souls. 
One answer for Henry and his friends was the founding 
of Fuller Theological Sem inary in Pasadena, Calif 
Here 
since 1947 conservative Christians training for the m in­ 
istry found a rational storm shelter that maintained a 
historic credo of orthodox ideology yet was fully prepared 
to confront the social problems of modern man 
Today the seminaries of the more liberal churches are 
breathing hard under the convulsions that have collapsed 
so much of their vitality and vision 
And just at the mo­ 
ment when there is so much indecision in the liberal tra ­ 
dition. conservative Christians are beginning to express 
neu interest in the social chaos that tills the land 
On June 2. 1970, Sen. M ark () Hatfield. R-Ore.. stood up 
to address the graduating seniors at Fuller Sem inary. In 
a few. direct sentences, he said to his audience: 
"There is a theological silent m ajority' in our land who 
w rap their Bibles in the Am erican flag, who believe that 
orthodox politics is the necessary by-product of orthodox 
Christianity, who equate patriotism with the belief in na­ 
tional self-righteousness, and who regard political dissent 
as a m ark of infidelity to the faith "
